CULTURE OF DELPHINIUMS 
While delphiniums will bloom when planted in most any 
location, a warm sunny place with plenty of moisture at 
blooming time gives best results. In planting delphinium, be 
careful to plant them shallow. If planted too deep the crowns 
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will rot and die. Delphiniums like a sweet soil. A little lime 
added to a sour soil should condition it properly. As delphin- 
iums and Madonna and Salonika liles bloom at the same 
time, a very pleasing effect is secured by planting the del- 
phiniums behind the lilies as their blooming stems are longer.

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SCME SUGGESTIONS REGAKDING GLADIOLI 


In order to have the longest blooming season, blubs 
should be planted at intervals of about two weeks from Ap- 
ril | in the north and earlier in the south. To help in the 
contro! of diseases, bulbs should be treated in one of the many 
disinfectants recommended for that purpose. Your seed and 
insecticide dea.er can give specific directions. Gladioli do not 
need particularly rich soil. We have seen beautiful glads on 
very poor soil but well watered. Weeds must be kept under 
control to get good flowers. Bulbs should be planted at least 
4 in. deep. On light soil they may be planted at least 6 in. 
deep to support stems. If it should happen there are thrips 
in your neighborhood and the florets are deformed by them, 
the p!ents can be sprayed and thrips controlled. When any 
thrips are present, as soon as dug the bulbs should be dusted 
with 5% DD?. It wili completely control them in storage. 

Late in the fa!l but before the ground freezes, the bulbs 
should be dug and tops cut off. Then allow the bulbs to dry 
for a few days in a cool airy place. For winter storage, a 
temperature of 40 to 50 degrees is desirable. Storage near 
a furnace or in too warm a room often ruins perfectly good 
bulbs. A month or so after digging, the old corm, bulblets 
and loose hucks may be removed. Good bulbs will last for

the terminal bud on each branch gets to the size of a dime, 
pinch off the side buds on that branch and you will get a 
much finer flower. 


Do not over water. Give them a good soaking about once 
a week when they need it and then fet them alone until 
they need it again. A small amount of a nitrate fertilizer 
scattered on the ground around the plant before watering if 
sprinkling is practiced will push the growth. 
Experiment with this and don't use too much as it will hurt 
the flowering. 


For leaf hoppers and red spiders, we prefer a dust of sul- 
fur which contains about 3% of DDT. We prefer to put it on 
in the mornings when the dew is still on the plants. There 
is trouble with plant lice, nicotine sulphate is the best ma- 
teria] to use in the spray. 


At the end of the season, after the plants are frozen down, 
then dig the roots. Great care must be used in the digging 
or the necks of the roots will be broken and then they are 
ruined. Two persons, each with a shovel, can lift the roots 
up and set them on the ground with very little disturbing of 
the roots. Then carefully remove the dirt. Cut the top back 
close to the roots, and cover with dry sand or sawdust. The 
covering will prevent the evaporation which ruins roots. 


When the eyes begin to show in the spring, the clump 
of roots may be divided so that each root will have an eye at- 
tached. Many persons prefer to leave two or three roots to- 
gether but we find no advantage in this. If desired the roots 
can then be potted or put in a cold frame and later trans- 
planted to the garden when the weather is suitable. 
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CULTURE OF DAHLIAS 


There is very little gained by extra early planting. Dah- 
lias make most of their growth in the later part of the sum- 
mer. In the latitude of Northern Indiana from May 15 to 
June 1 is the proper time for planting. Dahlias are vigorous 
growers and so will do best in a good soil with plenty of wat- 
er and good drainage. 

A good way to plant is to dig a trench six or eight inches 
deep in which to lay dahlias. Fill to a depth of two to three 
inches. When the dahlias get above the trench gradually fill 
it up or even hill it up as this will support the dahlia stock. 
In field culture we plant the roots 15 inches apart. !n gar- 
dens where it is desirable to grow a large plant with as many 
blooms as possible, it is better to plant the roots at least 2 
feet apart. | . 

To prevent the plants growing too tall and to increase 
the number of flowering branches, when the plant has six 
or eight leaves, pinch out the top bud; This will force out 
branches from the side of the stock and — will make a more 
sturdy plant. 

To produce the finest. flowers it is seine to practice 
disbudding. If left to itself the plant will produce more 
Tlowering buds than it can grow to the largest size. When
